its Alcohol & Beverage Control (ABC) permit, and out of compliance with 
LAPD Police Commission requirements for live entertainment and dancing. 


Included in the 46 incidents recorded by the LAPD since January 1,2014 are 
26 crime reports, all of which were generated from activity within the 
venue itself. LAPD also responded to four additional instances of criminal 
activity that occurred just outside the venue, but involved individuals who 
were patronizing the Rusty Mullet shortly before the crimes took place. 

Obtaining a Conditional Use Permit is a privilege and comes via an 
extensive public process, and a solemn obligation to the terms of the 
permit and to the surrounding community. Additionally, all establishments 
in the City of Los Angeles are expected to prioritize public safety and 
comply with the law. The recurring problems at this location violate the 
public trust and put a heavy strain on City resources, including the Los 
Angeles Police Department, City Attorney, Department of Building and Safety 
and Department of City Planning. 

Given the lengthy and well-documented history of Conditional Use violations 
at this establishment, as well as the significant criminal activity that 
has taken place, my office recommends revocation of the Conditional Use 
Permit for this location. 

Should the Zoning Administrator allow for the CUB to remain in place, I 
request that any new conditions are as strict and robust as possible, given 
the establishment’s documented history of repeatedly violating its existing 
conditions. Possible new conditions could include (but are not necessarily 
limited to) imposing a closing time of midnight, mandatory closure of the 
windows on the facility, etc.
